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This morning I waa apaakljig with orw of our profeasors- 
-who h^ard the talk you gave to ua. H« thought that you made 
a nunber of good points. Ona of thes« naa your crltiolam of 
speculation In the capltalUtlo system* He equated stock specu- 
lation with gambling. It seems to be another form of It, Another 
point was your crltiolam of exploitation which occura in capltallan. 
On both these points, speculation and exploitation, the popea have 
apoken strongly against them In the paat 70 years. 

On the other hand, the professor to vihom I am referring thought 
that you hadn't made sufficient application. Applying the crlticlam 
of apaculation and exploitation In our country, It aeema that these- 
things are regulated. In the instances where certain Indlvlduftls do 
overstep their bounds, it seana that auch occurrencea are practically 
Inevitable in a free society. If ire are go,tnB to have freedan rather- 
than strict regimentation, then the govemment will naturally fi«i 
it very difficult to curb all abuses. The difficulty with conrounian 
la that it suppresses freedan, as you indicated, Iji order to obtain 
efficiency, 

7ou mentioned that tliere are good and bad points In each system 
and that possibly the best system would be a fusion of the good points 
of both capitalism and communism, something approaching socialtau. 
It seems that socialisa might work in a smaU aociftty but again, when 
we apply this to our own country, it appears that we are wry oompler 
and that it would be very difficult for the government sufficiently 
to conj-ol such a complex society as ours along the linos of socialian. 
Also hare again, socialism maans the sacrifice of freedom in praotic* 
II it la golnc to work. Freedom seems to be a fundamental hiraon value 
precious to ^.'j^ry r^rai, I think that fre^idon can be retained a-il yet 
we con stni have a Just (yionomic, political and social system. Of 
course thlj requires that each man live up to the obligations and 
responsibilities of respecting the freedom of other men and exercising 
hla own freedan in a just way. Perhaps it la mora difficult to achleTe 
a just social order by relying on individuals to show initiative aid 
responalbility in respecting rights and living up to duties, but it 
aeema that a aoclety based on respect for Justice and Individual worth 
is^much more lasting and solidly founded and more in accord with m.Ti 's
